The Judson Street Railway Motor. 


IxDiAX'AroLis, Ind., Oct. 26.—A com- 


pany 19 forming here in which President 
•T. C. Shaffer, of the local street railroad 
company, is said to be interested, to in- 
troduce m Indiana the Judson motor for 
street railflajs. The principle of the re- 
volving bcrew in a modified form ie used 
in propelling the car. In the middle of 
the traek.aad extending the en tire lengt, 
of line, i-, a revolving shaft or drum, 
inches m diameter. This is to be driven 
by compressed air applied at station 
along the line. Small wheels attached t 
the oar are pressed upon the revolving 
drum. The speed of the car and its di 
rection are regulated by the angle a 
which these small wheels impinge upon 
the drum. It is asserted by the men whc 
control the invention that the roads can 
be built and equipped for less than hal 
the cost of cable car lines; that the speei 
can be instantly and accurately regulatei. 
up to twenty-two miles an hour; that the 
operation can be carried on for 3;; pe 
mile, while cable or horse cars cost Oc to 
lOc; that curves whose radius is but 21 
feet and steep hills are no obstacles to 
the successful operation; that the sim 
plicity of the machinery and the cheap 
ness of repairs (the friction wheels being 
of wood) are far beyond any other systen 
ever devised. The manner of stopping 
reversing and regulating the motion o 
the oars is declared to be practically per 
feet.
